“This would only have been 
done with the approval of local 
residents and regional, 
provincial and state govern¬ 
ments,” he said. “But the 
concept was twisted beyond 
recognition."

There’s no reason to fear that Victoria’s position as the seat of 
government is being steadily weakened, says Mayor Peter 
Pollen.

Pollen said some of the examples cited by Gorst, of 
government functions being shifted to the lower mainland, are 
really instances where decentralization of government services is 
logical and necessary.

But meanwhile Victoria is seeing a decentralization of the 
clogged legislative precinct by dispersal of office facilities 
through the city, as well as “substantial” expansion such as the 
planned addition to the B.C. Hydro building. 

On a previous occasion, the mayor referred to Gorst as s 
“backwoods politician,” having minimal influence in the 
government.

In a last-minute reversal Fri¬ 
day the provincial government 
decided to delay the introduc¬ 
tion of Daylight Saving Time in 
B.C. for one month 

It was to have taken effect at 
2 a m. Sunday but the new date 
for the switch will be Feb. 3. 

Provincial Secr *tarv Ernie 
Hall said the decision was made ■ 
aftdr protests that The switch to 
DST came too soon in the year 
and would mean many outdoor 
workers would begin and end 
their day when it was still dark. 

Only the day before, the 
cabinet had reaffirmed its deci¬ 
sion to switch 6.C. to DST even 
though it would be the only 
province in Canada to do so. 

Hall said at that time that the 
cabinet had reviewed its earlier 
decision following an announce¬ 
ment that Ontario would stay 
on Standard Time. 

B.C. was disappointed by On¬ 
tario's decision but was deter¬ 
mined to procede on its own. he 
added. 

The overnight reversal was 
announced by Hall at a hastily- 
called press conference Friday 
morning. 

The government had changed 
its mind "after full considera¬ 
tion of the letters and telegrams 
that have come to me." Hall 
said, adding "while protesters 
agreed that the move to DST is 
acceptable, our decision came 
too soon." 

This was an apparent 
reference to statements by 
spokesmen for the construction 
industry and lumber trade un¬ 
ions. 

Jack Munro. president of the 
International Woodworkers of 
America, said the switch would 
be a hardship on men working 
in the woods, who would not get 
home until 7:30 p.m. after their 
shift times had been changed to 
ensure they would work during 
daylight hours. 

A spokesman for the 
Amalgamated Construction 
Association said that B.C. and 
Yukon Building and Trades 
Council had refused to change 
work hours from the present 8 
a.m to 4 p.m. As a result, he 
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said, some men would be on job 
sites without adequate lighting. 
If auxiliary lighting had to be 
used on construction sites it 
would result in an expenditure 
rather than a conservation of 
energy, he pointed out 

In many cases workmen 
would just have had to sit oh the

Goods worth a total of 
more than $1,388 were taken. 

McConnan said Lessard had 
trouble getting work after a 
business collapsed. Ostler 
noted Lessard had no previous 
record but there was no 
alternative to jail due to “the 
magnitude of criminal ac¬ 
tivity.” 

He sent Lessard to jail for 
six months and said he will 
recommend the time be spent 
in a forestry camp. 


Big year for snowy owls 


There are more snowy owls 
in Greater Victoria this year 
but tewer mute swans. 

Armed with telescopes, 
binoculars and tape recor¬ 
ders, about 60 Greater Vic¬ 
toria birdwatchers recorded 
131 species of bird between 
Island View Beach and Clover 
Point in this year’s Christmas 
Bird Count, held by Victoria 
Natural History Society. 

The count was the highest 
ever for the area, said co¬ 
ordinator Keith Taylor, a 
technician with the Provincial 
Museum’s birds and mam¬ 
mals department. 

Each year more than 15,000 
observers from 600 com¬ 
munities in North America, 
Hawaiian and the West Indies 
make the annual bird counts, 
said Taylor. 

This year’s was the 74th. 

Although all results have 
not yet been tabulated, Taylor 
estimates the total count at 
between 75,000 and 90,000 — 
about 30 per cent higher than 
any other year. 

The increase can be at¬ 
tributed to offshore counting

which hasn’t been done in this 
area before, he said. 

The offshore count resulted 
in a record high of 9,000 
common murres and 4,000 
ancient murrelets, he said. 


The mo6t significant change 
was an increase in Anna's 
hummingbirds, said Taylor. 
They had not been sighted in 
Cgnada until 1969 and this 
year 13 were recorded in this 
area. 

Snowy owls broke all 
previous records with 12 
sightings. The great white 
arctic owls, said Taylor, are 
part of an invasion which hit 
southwestern B.C. in 
November when more than 
100 were seen. 

Two new species were 
recorded — three whistling 
swans near Martindale Road, 
and a gyrfalcon at Esquimau 
Lagoon. 

Two birds, normally a 
rarity in Greater Victoria, 
were sighted — a yellow-billed 
loon and an orange-crowned 
warbler. 

Mute swans on Elk, Beaver 
and Prospect Lakes were 
“down by about 40 or 50 birds 
because the parks department 
is giving them away to anyone 
who wants them,’’ said 
Taylor. 

The mute swan was in-

Nixon tax facts 
face new review 


WASHINGTON - The U S. 
Internal Revenue Service has 
announced a new review of 
president Nixon’s income tax 
payments, specifically 
qlaimed deductions. 

/The IRS announcement 
follows Nixon’s Dec. 8 move to 
invite a committee of 
Congress to investigate two 
deductions which reduced his 
taxes by about $300,000. Nixon 
said he would pay the dif¬ 
ference if his claims for 
deductions were not sub¬ 
stantiated by committee 
study. 

Nixon’s tax savings came 
from the $576,000 he claimed 
for the gift of his vice 
presidential papers to the 
national archives and also by 
not paying capital gains taxes 
on profits realized from 
gelling 23 acres of property 
from his estate at San 
Clemente. 


For the years 1970-72 Nixon 
paid less than $6,000 in taxes 
on total income of more than 
$800,000. Accountants say this 
amount would normally be 
paid by taxpayers earning 
about $17,000 per year. 

Meanwhile, E. Howard 
Hunt, conspirator in the 
Watergate scandal, has been 
allowed to leave prison 
pending the outcome of an 
appeal. 

Hunt pleaded guilty a year 
ago to six counts of con¬ 
spiracy, burglary and 
wiretapping in connection 
with the June 17,1972 break in 
of Democratic national 
headquarters in the 
Watergate building. 

Hunt was sentenced to serve 
2*£ to eight years in prison. 

In New York a federal judge 
agreed to postpone the trial of 
John Mitchell and Maurice 
Stans on charges of ob¬ 
struction of justice.

Medication 
sold off the shelf in drug 
stores, but which had been 
prescribed by a doctor, would 
come under the free program. 

The Pharmacare plan 
covers three groups of people 

in B.C.: 

— Those over 65 who have 
lived in the province for at 
least 90 days; 

— Those of any age who had 
no taxable income in the 
previous financial year and 
are eligible for subsidy; 

— Those on social 
assistance. 

The last two categories are 
carried over from the former 
Prescription Drug Subsidy 
Plans of the provincial 
government.

Everyone laughed when someone suggested the fuel crisis 
was phoney. 

But maybe it isn’t so funny. 

The ever-growing list of products announced as being in short 
supply must raise suspicions among even the most forgiving of 
souls. 

The oil crisis may be real but by coincidence it is creating 
fantastic profits for the oil industry. It may be real but it is 
helping the Industry to defeat its main enemies, the 
environmentalists. 

It is difficult to prove that the petroleum shortage has been 
deliberately contrived by international oil companies. But it is 
easy to find evidence that it is being manipulated. 

Hie industry got the Alaska pipeline it was battling for. It is 
getting approval for refinery expansion projects that were held 
up by environmentalist protests. 

Most of all, it has got price increases on the strength of the 
frantic demand for oil. 

The price of crude oil was »4 per barrel just six months ago. 
Now foreign crude is up to til a barrel and rising. The percentage 
increase is phenomenal. 

It might or might not have been contrived by the western oil 
conglomerates but the effect is a godsend for the companies. 

Meanwhile North America is being subjected to an ever-

growing list of other products in short supply, some of which are 
obviously being manipulated. 

For example, the beef crisis In the late summer of 1973 was 
contrived by American producers who withheld their stocks 
during the U.S. prize freeze, artificially creating a shortage. 

Prices rose dramatically in Canada and when supplies 
returned to normal there was no significant price drop. The 
shortage created the opportunity for a price increase that was 
continued after the panic ended. 

Similarly, high prices are certain to continue for oil products, 
even after the present crisis ends in a year or two. Motorists can 
expect to pay $5 a gallon for gasoline by the end of the decade. 

But the shortages are not confined to beef and oil. 

The game is being played with all types of goods from steel, 
fabrics, metals and paper to an ever-changing list of food 
products. It is difficult to hear a newscast that does not warn of 
another item in short supply that is going up in price. 

The shortage game has become the number one political 
issue in North America, knocking even Watergate and the Nixon 
impeachment out of the headlines. 

The shortages may be genuine in some cases but there are 
just too many for all of them to be above board. 

And by a powerful c:>incidence, each shortage means 
tremendous profit for a conglomerate that has cornered the 
market in the scarce commodity. 

This year more Canadians are likely to be asking big business 
to prove the shortages are genuine and not contrived. And more 
politicians will be asked what they are doing about it. 


‘‘It is no defence that a 
defendant used diligence in 
obtaining legal advice and 
acted on it," Judge William 
Ostler said this week in an in¬ 
tricate Securities Act case in 
Victoria provincial court. 

Ostler convicted Slegg 
lumber organization president 
Eric Robert Slegg and the 
firm of Slegg Forest Products 
Ltd. following an earlier trial 
on a charge containing five 
counts of trading in deben¬ 
tures without registration or a 
prospectus. 

Sentence would be imposed 
Feb. 11 , he said. Two 1 
similarly-worded charges 
against two other company 
officials were remanded to the 
same day. 

The charge involved sale of 
debentures in 1971 and 1972 for 
about $225,000 to finance a mill 
in the Cowichan area which 
was to produce lumber for 


buildings which another Slegg 
firm would finance and a third 
would build. 

Defence lawyer Lloyd 
McKenzie argued the crown 
had to prove intent to violate a 
law and did not. He also 
claimed exemption for the 
trading under a Securities Act 
section which allows sales to 
"business associates" without 
registration or prospectus. 

McKenzie introduced 
evidence to show the firm 
received legal advice that 
such sales would be allowed to 
persons who bought former 
Slegg issues. 

Ostler ruled intent was not 
an issue and added "mere 
investors or former clients" 
were not business associates. 
The legal advice "was, in my 
respectful opinion, incorrect," 
he said. 

He noted the maximum 
penalty was a $2,000 fine and 
one year in jail. 


P.E.P .—plenty of it 
in store for a crisis 


Its initials spell pep and the 
provincial government’s 
Provincial Emergency 
Program promises to have 
plenty of it. 

Known as the civil defence 
branch until Tuesday, with its 
new name the department has 
taken on a new look. 

Its old name, reminiscent of 
retired English gentlemen 
and housewives who took on 
the Luftwaffe as air raid 
wardens in the Second World 
War, had long since failed to 
spell out the duties of the 
department. 

Just like the family dentist, 
P.E.P. is an almost forgotten 
entity until an emergency 


occurs. Then it moves swiftly. 

In his Dallas Road 
headquarters that once 
housed office workers of the 
defunct Victoria Machinery 
Depot shipyard, provincial co¬ 
ordinator Lionel Hart 
discussed some of his 
department’s plans. 

His main point was that 
local P.E.P. groups, working 
out of municipal offices, are to 
be strengthened, an 
emergency committee is 
being organized for the 
Capital Region District, and 
the communications network 
improved. 

“We are pointing out the 
need for municipalities to

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Working mothers must curtail careers 

Day care extension sought 

. .. __i nA nJ tn nlanp child 


Many working mothers 
have to turn down promotions 
and pay Increases because of 
lack of proper day-care 
facilities for their children. 

A recent survey by the B.C. 
Federation of Labor women s 
rights committee established 
that one-third of those 
surveyed have turned down 
better-paying jobs because 
they wfere unable to make 
suitable arrangements for the 
care of their children. 

Reviewing these facts, the 
committee has asked the 
provincial government to 
establish 24-hour, seven day a 
week child care throughout 
the province, and to extend 
the ten-hour per day limit for 
parents who have worked all 

“Many promotions entail 
shift work and, because of the 
lack of night-time child care 
facilities, promotions must be 
turned down," said committee 
members in a brief to the 
human rights department. 

The brief also suggested 
lower costs to parents; 
j temporary child care in times 


of crisis, or for recreation; 
increased wages and 
standards for teachers; care 
for children under the age of 
three; and after school care. 

“The arguments against 
day-carc arc groundless,” 
said the brief, "Day-care will 
not take the mother from the 
home . . . she's out at work 
already. It will remove the 
child from often inadequate, 
dull, tyrannical situations and 
place him in an enriching, 
happy, well supervised 
environment. 

“Remember a captive 
mother is not necessarily a 
good mother. Too often non¬ 
working mothers slip into the 
rut of believing their mere 
presence is enough, whereas 
most working mothers make a 
point of giving their children 
special time that is more 
meaningful than before they 
went to work. 

The submission was made 
on behalf of trade union 
members, but stressed that 
low cost child care facilities 
are needed even more by 


those outside the labor 
movement. 

“Organised workers 
generally are better able to 
afford the present costs, but 
what about those people 
whose incomes hover around 
the poverty line'"' asks the 
brief. 


“In some cases any 
financial advantage gained by 
a mother working outside the 
home must be virtually wiped 
out by having to pay 
exorbitant child care fees." 

In addition there is little 
provision for children 


attending school who need 
after-school care, although 
many children up to the age of 
12 or 13 are not capable of 
looking after themselves from 
the time they leave school 
until one or both parents come 
home. 

The best solution would be 


to place child care centres 
under the education 
department to be funded in the 
same way as public schools. 

“We have civil rights, 
human rights and women’s 
rights. It's time we considered 
children's rights," concluded 
the brief.

A $211,040 proposal to 
restore Old Batli House as a 
focal point of Gorge waterway 
recreation has been presented 
to Saanich council. 

Associated Engineering 
Services Ltd. presented the 
proposal, which will await 
consideration by the new 
council. 

If the new council approves 
of minimum improvements to 
the shore and major 
protection for eroding 
uplands, the project will be 
recommended as a capital 
Improvement District 
Commission undertaking. 

The study was 
commissioned by Saanich 
with a $20,000 CIDC grant. It 
recommends wooden decking 
along the water's edge, a short 
seawall, wooden float and 
lookout point and controlled 
pedestrian access, along with 
measures to protect park 
growth. 

Old Bath House Cove is part 
of Gorge Park, which lies 
along the waterway between 
Tillicum, Gorge Road and 
Millgrove Street. 

Since the area was settled 
more than 100 years ago the 
waterway and the cove itself 
have been a centre of interest 
for transportation, fishing, 
canoeing, sailing, sculling, 
swimming, picnicking, 
birdwatching and hiking. 

Over the first 50 years Jhe 
recreational value of the cove 
and its environs was 
recongized and developed to 
the point where, following the 
First World War, the cove 
became the prime centre of 
aquatic activity of the area. 

By the 1930s its peak had

Some commercia 1 
fishermen in B.C. grossed 
more than $ 100,000 each 
during 1973 because of 
seasonally high prices, 
especially for salmon, 
industry sources report 

A total of 180.5 million 
pounds of salmon had hit the 
decks by the end of 
November, with a landed 
value of $85.6 million, 
according to the industry. 
Last year’s 164.5 million 
pounds was valued*at only 
$50.3 million. 

The landed value of all fish 
for the year ending Nov. 30 
reached a new high of $113 
million, exceeding the 
previous 1972 record by $38 
million. Salmon represented 
76 per cent of that value. 

The chum salmon run the 
best since 1954 earned B.C. 
fishermen $2.9 million during 
November, compared with 
$1.8 million, last year. The 
sockeye run was the largest 
since 1958 and produced 48 
million pounds. 

The 1973 catch of 61,000 tons 
of herring, worth $9 million, 
exceeded by 19,000 tons and $6 
million, the catch in 1972. 
Although halibut was down 
from 1972 — only 14.3 million 
pounds compared with 22.1 
last year, — this year’s catch 
was valued at $10.4 million, 
compared ith $13.7 million a 
year ago. 

Tuna landings were 5 
million pounds less than in the 
previous year, but grayfish 
landings were 11 million 
pounds greater. 


unless Canadians take a firm 
line on the Fraser River 
salmon. 

"The Americans,” said 
Neish, "Sit here putting 
figures on the board until they 
are coming out your ears, 
they swamp you in figures and 
lose you in the whole con¬ 
cept." 

The treaty is renewed an¬ 
nually, in April, said Neish, 
and covers all aspects of 
fishing on both East and West 
Coasts. 

Present talks cover the 
division of salmon on the 
coasts, and will resume Jan. 
10 . 

Neish said advisers in the 
Canadian caucus had been 
told to keep all matter secret. 
"But our union delegates 
informed them at the last 
meeting that we could no 
longer keep silent about the 
weak line being pursued by 
the Canadian negotiator, nor 
about the contemplated sell¬ 
out." 

He said the union will not be 
party to the contemplated 
sellout. 

On the question of the 
Fraser River, said Neish, the 
Americans put $750,000 into 
river developments such as 
Hell’s Gate, which 
rehabilitated the salmon runs 
there, and it was agreed that 
each country would share 50- 
50 in the catch. 

The Americans, said Neish, 
had put this money in 15 yeaft; 
ago, and had been reaping the 
benefits ever since. 

"They say they have a 
special interest and they want 
the right to catch 265,000 


sockeye salmon every year 
for 12 years," said Neish. 

"This would be worth at 
least $1.6 million to their 
fishermen every year, and 
over the 12 years would 
represent about a two 
thousand per cent return on 
that $750,000 investment." 

He said the Americans want 
to extend their fishing areas 
into Johnstone Strait to in¬ 
crease their interception of 
salmon returning to the 
Fraser. 

In return for this and other 
concessions, they have talked 
about reducing their share of 
the take lrom 50 to 30 per cent, 
said Neish, but they would 
actually be taking more fish. 

Neish said that while the 
Americans want to take more 
Fraser River fish, they still 
refuse to talk about allowing 
Canadians into the waters off 
the Alaska Panhandle 

Neish said the South East 
Alaska fisheries are worth $20 
million dollars annually, and 
the bulk of that—some $15 
million worth—were fish from 
rivers where only the mouth 
was in American territory, 
and the rivers themselves 
were Canadian. 

In addition, he said, the 
Americans still refuse to 
recognize the base-line fishing 
boundaries—lines drawn from 
point to point—as all other 
nations have done, but insist 
on following shoreline con¬ 
tours. 

"We don’t fish in the Bering 
Sea,” said Neish, "We gave 
up this right and got nothing 
in return.” 

The Canadian negotiators 


take a “wishy-washy" 
position in the whole matter, 
according to Neish. 

"We have a civil servant 
negotiating for us, who has to 
keep running back to the 
fisheries and external affairs 
departments for in¬ 
structions,” said Neish. 

“We get to the stage where 
the minister of fisheries says 
he’s prepared to take a firm 
line, but the external affairs 
department won't back him 
up 

“The American negotiator 
is an ambassador and 
assistant secretary of state— 
and he’s making the decisions. 

"We just can’t match that 
kind of thing." 

"If the Canadian public 
realised the kind of sell-out 
contemplated they wouldn’t 
stand for it, but I don’t know 
how you tell them about it," he 
added.

Montreal Canadiens may 
not exactly he in trouble, hut 
they’re no longer out there by 
themselves in the National 
Hockey League — at least that 
is the indication based on what 
they have done in the first half 
of the current season. 

At 20-9-6. for their first 35 
games, Canadiens hardly look 
like weaklings, hut the fact 
remains that it is a fairish 
drop from last season’s 
record-setting effort in which 
they lost only 10 of their 78 
games. 

Canadiens currently own 
the fourth best record in the 
NHL, trailing Boston Bruins, 
Philadelphia Flyers, an ex¬ 
pansion team, and Chicago 
Black Hawks, a club which 
was expected to collapse 
following the defections of 
Bobby Hull, Pat Stapleton and 
Ralph Backstrom. 

Two embarrassing defeats 
in the last three games, a 9-2 
lacing by Toronto Maple Leafs 
on Boxing Day and Wed¬ 
nesday night’s 8-4 drubbing by 
St. Louis Blues, have renewed 
thinking that the loss of all- 
star goalkeeper Ken Dryden 
was going to make quite a 
difference to the Stanley Cup 
champions The difference is 
there, hut it’s not been as 
much as many expected — if 
scoring statistics are used as a 
guide. 

Canadiens allowed 97 goals 
in their first 35 games, and 
that’s a thoroughly-acceptahle 
— for most teams — per-game 
average of 2.77. But it’s almost 
a half a goal a game more 
than last season’s 2.35 
average, and a game-by-game 
breakdown shows clearly that 
without Dryden, Canadiens 
haven’t been getting the 
consistency in goal that has 
been their wont. 


The first host couldn't make 
it, but professional golf’s 1974 
tour took off and is running at 
Pebble Beach with the pros 
facing a multitude of 
challenges and changes. 

The trimmed-down tour 
began Thursday with the 
$215,000 Bing Crosby National 
Pro-Am. It began without 
Crosby. The Crooner, an 
ardent golf enthusiast, was 
hospitalized last Monday with 
pleurisy but was expected to 
be allowed to make his way to 
the course before Sunday’s 
windup round. 

Among the challenges and 
changes facing the tour pros 
in 1974: 

— A reduced schedule for 
the $8.5 million tour. Once a 
12-month schedule, it will end 
early in November. 

— The energy crisis which 
threatens to complicate travel 
plans of the touring pros. 

— A reduced schedule for 
some of the game’s greatest 
stars, including Arnold 
Palmer, Billy Casper and 
Tom Weiskopf. 


— The elevation of former 
player Deane Beman to 
succeed Joe Dey as the PGA 
tour commissioner. 

Weiskopf, one of five 
players to win more than 
$200,000 in 1973, is the latest 
player in the super star 
category who declared he will 
curtail appearances this year. 

Jack Nicklaus, the first 
player to win more than 
$300,000 in a single season, and 
Weiskopf were picked by 
oddsmakers to finish 1-2 atop 
the money-winning list this 
y.ear. 

Golfdom also will closely 
watch Ben Crenshaw. He 
finished first and second in his 
first initial shots on tour, and 
is being touted to make a 
rapid rise to stardom. 

For Canadians, the 1974 tour 
may lack its usual appeal 
because, for the first time in 
more than two decades, 
Canada will not have a 
regular on tour. 

It will be the first time 
Canada will lack regular 
representation since Van-

couver's Stan Leonard began 
his sallies back in 1947. After 
Leonard, A1 Balding of 
Toronto became a regular and 
Winnipeg’s George Knudson 
followed. 

But Knudson has just come 
off his worst-ever year. With 
earnings of less than $30,000, 
Knudson fell far short of the 
needed total required to finish 
in the top 60 and become an 
automatic qualifier for all 
PGA events.

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Construction industry sees 
busy year for Victoria area 


The construction industry 
expects a busy year and full 
employment in the Victoria 
area in 1974, says Ed Phillips, 
general manager of the 
Construction Association of 
Victoria. 

Projects in the works for 
5,000 union members and 
more than 5,000 non union 
workers include new arenas 
for Oak Bay and Esquimalt, 
office and commercial 
buildings in the downtown 
area, hopes for new water¬ 
front hotels and a continuation 
of the residential building 
boom. * 

The trend in 1974 probably 
would be towards con¬ 
dominiums and townhouses 
and away from single family 
homes, Phillips added. 

I^rw homes in 1974 would be 
in the $35,000 to $40,000 range, 
he said. 

The sharp rise in house 
values would continue through 
the first six months of 1974, 
according to predictions by 
construction firms. 

Phillips said the trend would 
be towards more low-cost 
rental accommodation plus 
condominum dwellings for 
young married people. 

While the Construction 


Association remained op¬ 
timistic about prospects for 
1974, there were a number of 
uncertainties on the horizon. 

Two major ones were the 
prospect of shortages of 
building material^ and expiry 
of construction contracts on 
March $1. 

Shortages of steel and other 
building products are ex¬ 
pected to occur intermittently 
during the year and prices of 
some items may rise sharply 
as a result. 

A major need in the industry 
is for better communications 
among architects, contractors 
and all levels of government 
because of the expected 
shortages and unpredictable 
price increases. 

Many problems could he 
headed off by keeping open 
the lines of communication so 
owners will understand the 
reasons for a sudden price 
increase or shortage of 
materials. 

The Construction 
Association of Victoria is 
activating the Victoria 
Construction Forum, a 
committee in existence for 
four years. The committee 
consists of representatives 
from industry and govern¬ 


ment and will be the main ljne 
of communication during 1974 
in the Victoria area. 

Chairman of the forum is 
Donald Wagg, a Victoria 
architect. 

Phillips said the outlook for 
the industry in 1974 was 


perhaps a little more un¬ 
certain than normal, 
"although there never is clear 
sailing in this industry.” 

Shortages of materials 
seemed to the first major 
problem on the horizon. 

The association also was 


n 

tm 
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hopeful it would be able to 
convince government officials 
of the desirability of 
scheduling major con¬ 
struction projects so men and 
materials are available to 
handle them. 

Meanwhile, Wayne Farmer, 
president of the British 
Columbia Construction 
Association, said he expects 
the province will enjoy 
another banner year in 
building. 

Demand for houses, 


apartments and shopping 
centres continues to be very 
brisk, he said. 

Lack of expansion by 
private companies is a con 
tinuing cause for concern. 

In fields outside industries, 
however, private enterprise 
has shown a willingness to 
expand. 

Farmer said the demand for 
offices and stores will con¬ 
tinue to grow in 1974 and be a 
strong impetus to the 
economy.

B.C. labor: a feeling of optimism 


It’s a contract year for 
major British Columbia 
unions but labor is entering 
1974 with a feeling of op¬ 
timism. 

"If both sides engage in free 
collective bargaining in a 
responsible manner, there is 
no reason why there should be 
a work stoppage this year,” 
says Larry Ryan, secretary- 
treasurer of the Victoria 
Labor Council. 


Election of a New 
Democratic Party govern¬ 
ment has greatly improved 
the climate for labor 
negotiations in B.C., he said, 
and both labor and 
management are showing an 
increasing desire to come to a 
contract without a work 
stoppage. 

The labor dispute at Vic¬ 
toria Press is counter to the

present trend in B.C.. he said. 
The Victoria newspapers were 
involved in the first strike in 
their history at a time when 
the labor-management 
climate in other occupations 
was improved. 

“It is difficult to predict 
what will happen in the 
months ahead but 1 am op- 
timistic," Ryan said.

— Building trades unions 
have two-year contracts 
expiring on March 31 and 
about 35,000 workers are in¬ 
volved across British 
Columbia. 

— British Columbia’s 
coastal woodworkers have 
contracts expiring on June 15, 
involving almost 30,000 em¬ 
ployee^ 


— Interior woodworkers, 
totalling 10.000 employees, 
also have contracts expiring 
this year. 

The 1973 railroad strike is 
not yet settled, having come to 
a temporary halt through 
compulsory arbitration. 

John Schibli, secretary of 
the Vancouver Island Building 
Trades Council, also was 


optimistic about construction 
negotiations this year 
although he cautioned that it 
was a little early to know for 
sure 

The building trades would 
be seeking higher wages and 
some cost of living clauses in 
1974 contracts, he said. He 
also predicted there would be 
an attempt to reduce the work 
week from the present 37.5 
hours to 35 hours.

BUYING ON TIME? 


It was sunnier, drier, cooler 
and less windy than normal in 
the Victoria area during 1973. 

The city had 2,282 hours of 
sunshine during the year, 92 
hours more than normal. 

Total precipitation recorded 
at the Gonzales weather 
station was 18.2 inches, 7.73 
inches below normal. 
Precipitation at the airport 
weather station was 28.72 
inches, five inches below 
normal. 

It rained or snowed 137 days 
of 1973 at Gonzales, only five 
fewer days than normal. Mean 
wind velocity was 10.8 mph., .4 
mph. below normal. 

Average temperature for 
the year was 49.6 degrees, .2 
degrees cooler than usual. 

December was warmer but 
less sunny and less windy than 
normal. 

Average December tem¬ 
perature was 43.4 degrees, 2.1 
above normal. High for the 
month was 53 degrees on Dec. 
20, low 32 degrees on Dec. 28. 


Total precipitation at 
Gonzales in December was 3.8 
inches, .7 below normal, but 
the airport recorded higher 
average precipitation, 7.24 


inches which was 1.51 inches 
above normal.

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Exceptionally 
high tides 
this month 


Adding to the normally high 
tides on B.C.’s coastline at this 
time of year, a rare alignment 
of the sun, earth and moon this 
month will create ex¬ 
ceptionally high tides. 

But unless the tides are 
accompanied by severe 
storms there should be no 
cause for concern, says Sid 
Wigen. superintendent of tides 
in the federal department of 
the environment. 

Wigen said the high tides on 
Sunday, Monday and Tuesday 
will be 10.5 feet, 10.6 and 10.5 
respectively. 

“We get one or two tides in 
this general area every year,” 
he said, “and normally we get 
by all right. 

“It’s possible, though, under 
hurricane conditions to have 
tides two and a half feet above 
the height predicted so if we 
happened to have a very 
extreme storm in conjunction 
with the natural high tides it 
would be conceivable for a

The Arctic weather system 
that has North America in its 
grip as far south as “Mexico 
could lessen thd denser of 
flood damage in this area 
The weather office at 
Victoria International Airport 
reports that the system is 
causing winds to blow from 
the north-northeasf instead of 
the prevailing fcoutheasterlies 
that usually accompany 
winter storms. 

It is the combination of 
southeasterly and high tides 
that is the cause of most flood 
damage. 

Predicting exceptionally 
high tides for Tuesday and 
Feb. 7, the U.S. National 
Oceanic and Atmospheric 
Administration says t^e moon 
wilj not only be full but also 
will be closer to the earth than 
average In addition, the 
moon, sun and earth will be in 
direct alignment on the same 
plane. 

For not more than 20 days in 
the past 300 years has the 
moon been as close to the 
earth as it will be on the 
January and February dates, 
according to the U.S. agency. 

Similar astronomical 
conditions on March 6 and 7, 
1962, accompanied by storms, 
caused the death of 40 persons 
and about $500 million 
damage from Long Island, 
N.Y., to the Outer Banks of 
North Carolina.

En Route 


By Express Motoring Correspondent 

Cars — and you may find this easier to believe right now — 
are propelled by ICE. 

r^o, it’s not the answer to the energy crisis and I’m not 
*eferring to cars of the future. ICE is our sometimes faithful 
friend, the Internal Combustion Engine. 

Just to.further confuse the layman, ICE and the other 
moving parts of the average family sedan comprise some 1,500 
different pieces, all synchronized to work together. 

Another 11,000 parts make up the entire car and some of 
these are more reliable than others. 

To clear up some of the confusion, let us become more 
familiar with some of the odd-sounding names and various parts 
of a car which cost cash during servicing at the comer garage. 

ICE is so named because it supplies mechanical energy by 
means of a series of explosions taking place inside the 
combustion chambers. To propel a car, heat must be produced 
and turned into mechanical energy. This is done by injecting a 
balanced mixture of gas and air into the chambers where it is 
ig yted hy art electrical spark from no less than a spark plug. 

The mixture explodes and expands, forcing the pistons up 
and down the cylinders rather like the legs of a cyclist. 

The carburettor meters gas and air into ICE. If the supply of 
either gas or air is inadequate or if there is no spark to ignite the 
mixture, the engine simply will not start. That’s why the car and 
plugs should always be kept clean and properly adjusted. The 
battery, which supplies the power to fire the plugs, must also be 
kept topped up with distilled water and fully charged. 

Most cars are cooled by water pumped along passages and 
through hoses by a belt-driven water pump at the front of the 
motor which also carries the fan. Cooling air passes through the 
radiator and keeps the motor from overheating. Oil is also 
pumped around the moving parts of the engine to keep 
everything running smoothly. Oil and water checks are 
therefore an important though simple routine. 

The gear box — the joy of all L-drivers — is a collection of 
cogs which work together to conduct the energy from ICE to the 
rear driving wheels. 

The clutch can best be thought of as a couple of dinner plates 
brqught together or kept apart by means of a foot pedal. Apart, 
they separate the engine drive from, the gearbox and make it 
possible to swap gears. This will be difficult if the clutch is worn 
or slipping, possibly because the driver has rested his left foot 
against the pedal. 

Make few routine checks and avoid bad driving habits and 
ICE, big end, little end, tappets, and splines will serve you 
better for longer.

B.C.’s Human Rights 
Commission will not become 
an instrument of pressure 
groups, although 
commissioners will listen to 
suggestions on policy and 
programs, according to its 
newly appointed chairman. 

And that was about the only 
definite statement to come 
from Roman Catholic Bishop 
of Victoria, Most Rev. Remi 
De Roo, in an interview. 

He is bringing an open mind 
to the subject, and has no 
preconceived notions about 
the line the commission is 
likely to take. 

The ’ first thing the 
commission should do, says 
De Roo, is investigate existing 
programs and see which.can 
be usefully extended on a 
province-wide basis. 

“The last thing in the world 
we want to do is create the 
impression that we think we 
are starting something 
entirely new,” said De Roo. 

“We know there are already 
many people working in the 
field of human rights, and I 
think one of the first things we 
should do is contact other 
groups and ask for their 
suggestions, and also ask 
them to share their 
experiences with us.” 

The commission, said De 
Roo, is going to have to spend 
some time initially 
determining exactly what 
kind of a mandate it has under 
the bill before it gets down to 
other work. 

The commission should set 
definite goals. “If we start 
going helter-skelter in every 
direction it could become an 
exhausting excerise,” he said. 

De Roo does expect 
commissioners to be dealing 
with individual complaints to 
any great extent. 

Individuals will initially go 
to the director of human 
rights, Kathleen Ruff, said De 
Roo. Only complaints which 
cannot be resolved at that 
level will be referred to the 
commission, which has the

Buy Express, 
labor urges 

Trade unionists were urged Wednesday night to buy the 
Victoria Express and support an “historic production." 

Victoria l4abor Council secretary-treasurer I-arry Ryan 
said the five unions producing the Express are fighting a very 
important struggle against FP Publications of Winnipeg, which 
owns Victoria Press, publisher of the Victoria Times and The 
Daily Colonist. 

The union people involved, he said, are contributing to 
journalism in producing the newspaper under difficult 
circumstances, without machinery and without offices. 

Production of the Express began Dec. 6, after 21 pressmen 
struck the plant Dec. 1, and the company locked its doors on the 
remaining 300 employees. 

Main issue in the dispute is a union demand for job security 
in the face of technological change. Two meetings were held in 
mid-December when both sides were called together by 
provincial mediator Clark Gilmour, and talks were then 
adjourned indefinitely. 

Council members at Wednesday’s meeting voiced two 
criticisms of the paper — a lack of world and national news, and 
the way in which strike news has been covered by balanced 
presentation of the positions of both sides, rather than offering 
an outright presentation of the union case. 

International Typographical Union representative Art 
Cottrell explained that Victoria Press holds the franchise for 
wire services in Victoria, and such franchises are expensive and 
tightly held. 

Cottrell said the decision on coverage of the Victoria Press 
dispute had been taken deliberately. 

Over the years, he said, he has seen various newspapers 
produced by unions during disputes, and many had made the 
mistake of allowing union interests to predominate, turning the 
paper into a “propaganda sheet’’. 

“This paper has very wisely chosen from the editorial end to 
put out a good newspaper and give unbiased coverage as they 
would for any other labor dispute," he said.

In a way that's how the 
medical staff — who have 
opted to perform this 
sometimes bizarre human 
patchwork — like it. 

“I don’t like seeing the same 
people day after day, week 
after week," says jubilee's 
chief emergency physician 
Dr. John Maccagno ex¬ 
plaining why he chose 
casualty work rather than 
"office practice." 

From treating accident 
victims and traumatic in¬ 
juries to dealing with 
emotional and social 
“casualties,” emergency 
medicine runs the whole 
gamut of medical care 
It's rarely routine but then 
it’s rarely "glamorous" work, 
explains Maccagno. 

Emergency doctors are not 
the poets of their profession, 
they don't bristle with 
eloquent diagnoses, they only 
perform minor surgery 
(leaving the big jobs to 
specialist surgeons), they get 
shouted at and vomited over 
— but they save lives. 

Until recently emergency 
medicine was not a recognized 
medical specialty and even 
now emergency physicians 
are still a fairly rare breed 
Round-the-clock emergency 
coverage at most hospitals 
was provided by interns with 
GPs and specialist doctors 
“on call."

The rapidly growing in¬ 
terest in Greater Victoria’s 
emergency services resulted 
last spring in the hiring of Dr. 
Maccagno from Edmonton to 
start a casualty physician 
program at Jubilee hospital. 

Maccagno and his team of 
four casualty specialists now 
provide 24-hour service at 
Jubilee and, since last 
November, eight-hour 
coverage at Victoria General 
Hospital. 

The five doctors are also 
giving Capital Region am¬ 
bulancemen informal training 
sessions in an effort to 
upgrade the whole quality of 
the region’s emergency care. 

The ambulancemen, says 
Maccagno, get feed-back on 
the cases they have handled 
and the doctors learn the 
problems of the knights of the 
road. 

A reporter saw only two 
motor vehicle accident vic¬ 
tims during his evening stint 
in Jubilee’s emergency 
department and both had 
fairly minor injuries with only 
one requiring extensive 
stitching. 

What he did marvel at was

"The reason for the change 
is that this new act applies to 
the provincial government, 
which is averse to the very 
id*»a that we might have non- 
Canadian MLAs or civil 
servants.” 

Under the new Public 
Service Act, provincial 
government policy is to hire 
Canadian citizens for civil 
service appointments. If no 
Canadian is available, then 


others can be considered for 
temporary appointments. 

"There may be one or two 
valid reasons, perhaps for 
security, for restricting jobs, 
but this could better be 
covered through security 
checks,” said Ms. Beard¬ 
smore. 

"Meanwhile it may be quite 
legal to refuse service in a 
restaurant or barber shop 
because of a person's 
nationality,” said Linda 
Sprouie-Jones, who co-signed 
Ms. Beardsmore’s letter. 


Ms. Beardsmore pointed out 
that landed immigrants are 
unable to take out citizenship 
for their first five years of 
residence.

Hotels warmer 
in gloomy U.K. 


If you’re planning a trip tc 
Britain during the current 
energy crisis, you can at least 
rest warmly although you 
may run into problems getting 
around. 

The latest word !rom the 
British Tourist Authority 
reveals that there is no 
restriction on heat and light in 
hotel rooms, but bars and 
hotel lobbies will be on the 
cool side. Thermostats in 
lobbies have been adjusted to 
63 degrees. 

Electricity cuts have not 
affected theatres, 
restaurants, museums and 
covered-in premises used for 
sports and entertainment. But 
the three-day work week has 
hit the shopkeepers. Most 
shops are staying open on no¬ 
light days and are doing a 
roaring business by candle 
light and paraffin lamps. 

If you’re planning to rent a 
car, as most tourists do in 
Britain, you needn’t worry 
about gas rationing. So far 
there isn’t any, nor is there 
likely to be in the immediate 
future. 

Still, you can expect to line 
up for gasoline and most 
stations are closed Saturday 
afternoons and Sundays. 
Stations limit the amount of 
gas you can purchase. This is 
especially true around Lon¬ 


don, but the situation is im¬ 
proving elsewhere.
